street, and Miss Ethel Glbsoa, d augh­ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Gibson, who 
recently p urchased the E. E. Johnston 
p rop erty on W est Fourth street and 
remov ed from Houstonia, figured in 
a sensational runaway accid ent on 
Fifth street, between 4 and 5 o’clock 
y esterd ay afternoon, that may y et cost 
JMIsa Gibson her life. 
The y oung coup le 
had be« i out 
d riv ing behind Mr. Gold ’s team of 
sp lritM horses, hitched to a runabout 
from the Menefee liv ery bam , when 
the animals, while in front of Dugan 
A Son’s Bast Fifth street store, be- 
ca me frighten ^ at a p assing automo­ 
bile and d ashed westward at a break­ 
neck sp eed . 
Mr. Gold d id his best to control the 
steed s, but to no p urp ose, and as they 
crossed Ohio street scores of peo ple 
folknred In the wake, ex p ecting ev ery 
minute to see the v ehicle ov erturn'd 
o r d ashM to p le c ^ and the occup ants 
serio usly hijured . 
At Fifth and Moniteau streets the 
runaimy team ran into a two-horse 
wag o n load ed with build ing stone, in 
charg e o f Charles Mey er, with serious 
co n seguw c^ 
Mr. Mey er was 
hurled from his 
wag o n, but escap ed with slight bruis­ 
es. 
Mr. Go ld and Miss Gibson were 
thro wn to the g ro und, the fo rmer es­ 
caping with a 
lacerated scalp and 
trivial brulaes. 
Miss Oibso n sustained a co mpo und 
fracture o f the pelvic bo ne, particles 
o f whieh 
punctured 
the flesh and 
caused a g reat flo w o f blo o d. W ie 
a lso suatalned a fracture and dislo ­ 
catio n o f the rig ht sho ulder, besides 
mincu* hurts. 
Mr. Go ld was a t her side Instantly, 
fo rg etful o f his o wn Injuries, and so o n 
a cro wd o f a co uple o f hundred peo ple 
had co ng reg ated. 
Mias Gibso n was 
carried Into the residence o f Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Brandt, where Dr. B. A. 
Wo o d attended her, and later she was 
remo ved to Maywo o d ho spital. 
Ho w the pelvic bo ne came to be 
shattered is a matter o f speculatio n. 
It was Miss Gibso n’s belief that o ne 
o f the ho rses had stepped upo n her 
abdo men, but eye-witnesses o f 
the 
accident say that such was no t the 
case. It is their belief that the frac­ 
ture fesulted fro m the bo dy co ining 
in co ntact with a ro ck o r so me o ther 
hard subsUnce. 
Drs. E. F. Yancey and Geo . E. Mc­ 
Neil were called by Dr. Wo o d in co n- 
sulUUo n and remained with Miss Glb^ 
so n a g o o d po rtio n o f the nig ht, while 
Dr. Wo o d was at her bedside u ^ il 
the breakfast ho ur. At that 
Wo o d stated that the patient had held

The astonishing rate at which the 
production of coal 
in the 
United 
gtati^ has increased in the last half 
eentnry is discussed in “The Manufac­ 
turers' Record” by Mr. Frederic E. 
Saward. 
Statisticians say that 
the 
population of this country has doubled 
about once in thirty or thirty-three 
years since Independence was achlev- 
od. The development of coal mining 
bere has gone on much more rapidly. 
The output of American coal nearly 
doubled during each of the four de­ 
cades beginning with the year 1860. 
It amounted to about 270.000.000 tons 
in 1000 and 345.000.000 tons last year. 
At the present time, Mr. Saward be­ 
lieves, it must average 1,000,000 tons 
a day. Another way of presenting the 
facts is to say that the yield was less 
than one ton (.905) for each inhabi­ 
tant in 1870, but with each succeeding 
decade rose to 1.518, 2.255 and 3.534. 
The production now can scarcely be 
less than four tons per capita.

A thorough investigation of the sub­ 
ject shows that Americans eat 36 per 
cent less meat per capita than fifty 
years ago. 
But we eat more wheat 
cheese.

Uninhabited Island on California Coast 
Is Unclaimed. 
Wild sheep by the thousands and 
of a strange species inhabit the little 
island of Secorro, 300 miles off the 
coast of Lower California. The little 
schooner yacht Josephine called at 
the island to take on ballast and her 
skipper w’ent ashore to find that the 
wool-bearing animals had the entire 
run of the place. 
The Josephine arrived here yester­ 
day and Capt. Linbridge stated that 
his exploration of Secorro Island re­ 
vealed some facts that have hitherto 
been unknown concerning the island. 
“Secorro island lies in latitude 18 
north,” said he, “and the government 
survey officials have stated that it is 
without water. I found fresh water in 
abundance. 
There are thousands of 
wild sheep there. They are of small 
stature and have no wool on their 
sides 
Secorro is an island of vol­ 
canic origin and the vegetation grows 
80 thick that it is almost impenetra­ 
ble. 
The trees are alive with mock­ 
ing birds and parrots. 
I found a de­ 
serted old adobe hut that must have 
been built many years ago. The island 
has been uninhabited by humans, I 
believe, for more than a score of 
years.”—San Francisco Exaiuiner.

Jo nes was buried in Dumfries. The 
autho rity quo ted by Mr. Wheelo ck 
was a Mrs. Presto n, who stated no t 
o nly that the bo dy o f Jo nes had been 
taken fro m Paris to Dumfries, hut 
that his grave had been marked by 
a sto ne o n which was inscribed **Jo hn 
Paul Jo nes, the Black Pirate.'* 
Jo nes was bo m in Kirkcudbright­ 
shire, July 6, 1747. 
His name was 
o riginally Jo hn Paul and "Jo nes” was 
added by him In 1773, in Virginia, 
where he was settling the estates o f 
a bro ther who had died. At the o ut­ 
break o f the revo lutio n he o ffered his 
services to the Co lo nies. 
His cap­ 
ture o f the British man-o *-waf Serapis, 
in 1776, when he was in co mmand o f 
the Bo n Ho mme 
Richard, a vessel 
furnished by the French go vernment, 
was his mo st 
no table 
explo it, fo r 
which he was deco rated in Prance and 
received a co mplimentary letter fro m 
General 
Washingto n. 
The 
British, 
ho wever, refused to regard him as 
anything but a pirate. 
In 178 8 Jo nes entered the Russian 
service with the rank o f rear admiral 
and aided Russia in her war with the 
Turks, hut jealo usies and intrigues led 
to his resignatio n. In 1792 he was ap­ 
po inted United States co nsul at Al­ 
giers, but bis co mmissio n had no t 
reached him when he died fro m an 
attack o f jaundice in Paris, July 18 , 
1792. He was ho no red with a public 
funeral by the natio nal assembly. 


BURIED AS A HERO. 


Sergeant Wä chter, Who Raised the 
First American Flag In Manila. 


In ho no r o f Sergeant Geo rge Wäch­ 
ter, who assisted in raising the first 
American fiag at Manila after the 
landing o f a 
detachment fro m the 
Olympia, hundreds o f residents o f the 
upper East Side to day attended his 
funeral, says a New Yo rk dispatch. 
Wachter’s bro thers and sisters live I 
at No . 1693 First avenue, and he was 
well kno wn to residents o f that neigh­ 
bo rho o d, v^o were pro ud o f his ex­ 
plo its and mo urned fo r his untimely 
death. He was killed in a battle with 
the Mo ro s o n May 8 , 1904, and his 
bo dy was recently shipped to this 
co untry. The bo dy was taken to an 
undertaking establishment 
in 
Bast 
Eighty-seventh street, and the friends 
o f the family assembled there. 
Geo rge Wächter was bo m in Baden, 
Germany, in 18 71. He came to this 
co untry 15 years ago . He enlisted in 
18 94 in the marine co rps, and was 
present at the battle o f Manila o n 
bo ard the Olympia. His co mrades say 
he raised the American co lo rs o ver 
Ft. Santiago under the directio n o f 
Lieutenant Brumby. Fo r this he re­ 
ceived a medal. . 
He also had a bro nze medal given 
to all the men who served with Ad­ 
miral Dewey at the battle o f Manila 
Bay. 
Wächter had seen service in 
China as well. He enlisted uve years 
ago in the regular army. Fo r a time 
he was in the Twenty-third United 
States infantry, and was later trans­ 
ferred to Co mpany E, 
Seventeenth 
United States infantry. The sergeant 
went thro ugh all the impo rtant battles 
In the Philippines, and was co mmend­ 
ed fo r bravery.

The prelimiiiar3r ropprt of the inter­ 
state commerce commi^fon gtTing the 
eaimiiigs of practically all the rail- 
fopda of the 
States for the fis­ 
cal year ending June 30, 1904, shows 
scmie Tery important changes in the 
cost id conducting the railroad busl- 
neaa. The figures for the 1904 fiscal 
year show the results of the operation 
of 209,000 miles, 
agidnst 205,313 
mfles for tl^ preceding year. 
The 
totals for 1904 are as follows: 
Gross earnings ............ 11,960,633,821 
f^;ierating mq^mises . . . . 1,332,382,948 
hicome from i^ ra tio n .. 
6344^50^73 
The gross eamlnga for 1 9 0 3 were 
11,900,846,907, mr an focrearo for the 
ye a r of about 166,000,000. 
Operating 
ezpenM were $1332,383,948 in 1904, 
a s agahmt $1307,538,852 in 1903. Hie 
ratio of operating the railroads of the 
United States Is of imrtieular interest 
at this time. It resulted in a decrease 


of the revenue available for Interest 
charges and dividends of something 
over $6,000,000, the net earnings in 
1904 being $634,250,873, 
as against 
$640,644,138 in 1903. 
In other words, 
w’hile the railroads sold over $66,000,- 
000 more transportation than the pre­ 
ceding year, the actual returns, as re­ 
gards the own^s of the railroads, di­ 
minished $6,000,000. 
The figures of 
the interstate commerce commission 
demonstrate on their fhce, therefore, 
that the public received cheaper trans­ 
portation and the relative proportions 
of profit to the railroads materially 
diminished.

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A KANAKA RUNNER. 


How He Beat Eight Horses in 
the Hawaiian Islands. 


A 35-MILE S TEEP LE CHASE. 


Horses Led For Half the Distance, 
When the Man Forged Ahead 
and Won the Money. 


*‘IMd any of you eirer hear of a 
tMrty*five mile steeple chase for man 
and beast?** Inquim i the Californian 
to a W ashington Star reporter in the 
erowd of turf followers. 
**It doesn't 
sound like a thing to bet on, does It? 
But there was an event of that kind 
down in the Hawaiian Islands in the 
fall of 1883, when that genial, caloric 
proposition, Dave Kalakaua. was king 
of the islands. 
“There were no telephones joining 
the island then and state messages 
and mandates were carried by the 
interisland steam ers and delivered by 
Kanaka runners. 
“These runners can gallop all day, 
like American Indians on' the trail, 
and they didn't know what getting 
tired or winded meant. 
“Kalakaua thought a good deal of 
these state runners of his. He always 
maintained th at they could go faster 
and farther 
than 
horses over the 
rough Hawaiian country. 
“In this he was disputed by a num­ 
ber of the white attaches of his courL 
Kalakaua wagered $1,000 with these 
white courtiers that he could pick out 
a runner from among his Kanakas 
who’d get from Hilo to the Burning 
Lake of Kilauea, a distance of nearly 
35 miles, quicker than any horse and 
rider could do the trip. 
They snap­ 
ped Kalakaua up at even money. 
“It looked as if they had the good 
end of I t The king and a big party 
from Honolulu sailed in one of the 
interisland steam ers to Hilo, on the 
main Island of Haw^’ia, to see the 
finish of the race. 
The king picked 
out a huge, lithe, sinewy Kanaka, a

The trees that lined the road used to 
get blown across the trail in big wind­ 
storms, and the coach drivers counted 
It a part of their business to Jump 
from their seats every time they came 
to these obstructions 
and should<^r 
them out of the way. 
“This work had all been carefully 
attended to, however, in advance of 
the race, by order of Kalakaua, and 
it looked like a pipe for the ponies, 
all of which had made the run up the 
mountain many a time. 
“Kalakaua didn’t ask for any handi­ 
cap allowance for his man. The man 
runner toed the 
scratch 
with the 
horses and they got off together at 
the crack of the gun. 
“The horses distanced the runner 
from the Jump, and he let them dis­ 
tance him. He Just took up his steady 
lope and let the cayuses, get out of his 
sight. For 10 miles the cayuses were 
so far above him on the trail that be 
couldn’t see them, but ibis Kanaka 
knew how to wait. 
“The horses began to come back, 
as they say, to the runner long before 
the Half-way house was reached, and 
the Kanaka was Just galloping along 
at the beginning of the 
third hour 
with the same 
long 
stride he had 
started with. 
There wasn’t a short 
breath in him when he fetched up at 
the Half-way house. He stooped down 
there to a spring beside the road and 
took just a couple of mouthfuls of 
water. 
The cayuses were up ahead 
a bit, blowing their heads off, for they 
had been going at a clip that they bad 
never been pushed to before. 
“The Kanaka forged ahead a mile 
beyond the Half-way house, and it was 
only a romp for him the remainder of 
the distance. 
He took a position for 
the remainder of the Journey about 
two city blocks ahead of the panting 
and exhausted horses, and he Just 
stuck to his lope like a man wound 
up. He never let them get nearer than 
a quarter of a mile of him for the re­ 
maining three hours of the trip, and 
he occasionally looked back at the 
cayuses and grinned at their riders. 
When only three miles yet remained 
beiore the Volcano house was to be 
reached the Kanaka riders whipped 
and spurred their horses, but it was 
no use. 
The Kanaka runner disap­ 
peared out of their sight along the 
tortuous trail, and when six of the 
ponies pulled up at the hotel veranda 
about half an hour later the runner 
was sitting on the steps, cool as a 
cucumber, and enjoying his pot ol 
saki. Two of^the ponies had dropped 
deaii in their'final effort. 
“When I was reading about those 
young fellows who made the long-dis­ 
tance run during the Olympian games 
in St. Louis last fall, It struck m eJhat 
any of those Kanaka runners of Kala­ 
kaua could have 
made the whole 
bunch look like aluminum dollars.”

At present the ceiling under the 
dome is in danger of falling if the 
water is not kept out. The decorative 
plaster work has been discolored in 
spots through the action of the water. 
This has been going on for the past 


year, It having taken six years for the 
beating rain to find its way through 
the stone work. 
Experts say that 
granite perishes, in many instances, 
under weather attacks, by loss of co­ 
hesive strength rather than by actual 
scaling. 
By the method to be used, the gran­ 
ite is first heated by holding a char­ 
coal stove against 
I t 
Before 
the 
stone can cool again paraffin Is appli­ 
ed with a brush. 
It penetrates to a 
depth of half an inch. 
It will turn 
the stone a slight grayish color, but 
it is said this tint will disappear. Mr. 
Caffall says it is not through the Joints 
that the water penetrates, but direct­ 
ly through the granite itself when­ 


ever it rains.

Indeed, the presi­ 
dent’s voice put a high C crescendo 
on that “Whoop-e-e-e!” that drowned 
everything except the bass of Major 
Llewellyn. 
The president took the lid off when 
he foregathered with his Rough Rid­ 
ers at the fair grounds this afternoon. 
Until that time he had been president. 
Then, with his high hat pushed back 
on his head, his eyes dancing and his 
smile displaying every tooth, he was 
a Rough Rider himself. 
The only 
drawback, his comrades said, was that 
he did not wear his uniform. 
Their 
fond hopes that in some way he would 
get a chance to put on his khaki suit 
were dashed early in the day. There 
was no bundle under the seat In the 
carriage. 
Mr. Roosevelt kept to the 
presidential attire, but he entered in­ 
to the affair so heartily tbat bis collar 
was wilted when he started home and 
his face streaked with dust. 
The Rough Riders were mobilized 
on the fair grounds, about three miles 
from San Antonio, in May, 1898. The 
president had not been in San An­ 
tonio since, but he had not forgotten

would return as president” 
The Rowgh Riders disagreed.

CLOSE TO NATURE. 


The Americfln Farmer the Greatest 
Man in the World. 


It Absorb* Rain Water, and Will Be 
"Paraffined” To Save It 


Damage by weather to Grant’s tomb 
is causing much anxiety among mem­ 
bers of the Grant Monument associa­ 
tion, which Is intrusted with the care 
of the granite pile, says the New York 
World. 
Although only seven years 
old, the astructure is leaking badly 
and the white granite exterior shows 
signs of serious erosion. 
Discolora­ 
tion is as yet the most visible evidence 
of the disintegration of the stone.
